George Eppe, of w hom v ery little is 
know n here, suicided in his cell a t the 
M un ty jail S a turd ay night by taking 
a quantity of 
m orphin e 
or 
heroin, 
death 
ending 
his suffering 
Sunday 
m orning a» >out 4:30 o ’clock. T he body 
waa remov ed to the Staples, Moyer & 
Sehum m 
m o rtuary, 
w here 
C oroner 
S. J. YVhetston conducted a n inquest 
a t 10:30 S unday m orning. 
The jury 
returning a verdict finding death due 
to 
suicide 
by 
tak in g 
m orphine 
or 
heroin. 
Eppe cam o 
to 
Dix on 
W ednesday 
ev ening a n d w ent to the police station, 
where he told a w andering story to 
Officer C larence Seagren. T he s tr a n g ­ 
er stated that he had climbed into a 
Vm pty box c ar 
on 
a 
N orthw estern 
freight a t E as t Clinton, to beat his 
way 
to Chicago. 
A ccording to his 
story , shortly a fte r 
he 
boarded 
the 
train a n d a s it w as pulling out of the 
y ards two foreigners climbed into the 
•ar and rode with him to Nelson. 
Said H e W as Attacked. 
A s the train pulled out of the N el­ 
son y ards, he stated that the foreign­ 
ers a ttack ed him an d dem anded m o n ­ 
ey. 
He displayeil several cuts on both 
sides of his neck which, according to 
his story , w ere inflicted by one of his 
assailan ts d urin g the fight in the ear. 
The foreigners 
robbed 
him 
of 
his 
money , a m o un tin g to about $33 and 
then kicked him out of the ear. he 
said. 
T he train w as traveling a t a 
slow ra te of speed and a s soon a s tie 
recov ered himself, he said, he walked 
to D ix on. 
The officer took Eppe, to the county 
jail and turn ed him over 
to D eputy 
J oe Miller, who called Dr. J. 1!. We*r- 
ren. 
T he physician w en t to the jail 
and dressed the wounds, which were 
then tho ug ht to have been self in ­ 
flicted, altho ug h Eppe denied 
stoutly 
that he a tte m pted suicide. He told the 
physician an d county authorities 
the 
sam e story he had told the police o f­ 
ficer, a n d added, “ 1 guess it is the 
the c urta in s for m e.” Dr. W crren vis­ 
ited him upon several occasions an d 
the m an appeared to be in a stupor. 
B ecam e W ea k er .Saturday. 
S aturd ay evening he becam e m uch 
w eaker and would not converse with 
the physician or autho rities a t the jail. 
He refused to a n sw e r questions w hen 
isked w hat he liad taken in order to 
do aw ay with himself. 
Ho m aintained 
tha t he w an ted to die and finally told 
Sheriff Sehoenholz an d the physician 
that, ho had lived in Philadelphia and 
had three brothers residing there. He 
gave the n am e of one brother, Louis 
Eppe, w hom he claimed 
resided 
on 
LYanklin 
street. 
The 
sheriff 
tele­ 
graphed to the 
chief 
of 
police 
at 
Philadelphia 
S aturd ay 
evening, 
r e ­ 
questing that ho locate 
the 
brother, 
but had received no response at noon 
today. 
T he body is being held at the 
Staples m o rtua ry pending some word 
from the east. 
E ppe w as about 35 years of age and 
told the sheriff 
tha t 
he 
had 
been 
w orking for the N orthw estern a t E ast 
Clinton, but inquiry from the railroad 
employes a t that place w as to the e f ­ 
fect tha t he w as not known. 
It is 
believed tha t he had been addicted to 
the d rug habit and while in a m orose 
•state of m ind took his own life by t a k ­ 
ing an overdose of the drug, which he 
had sm uggled 
into 
his 
cell 
In 
his 
clothing.
